DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on December 13, 2006, canceling all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP 
§821 .03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because cancelled 
claim 1-63 were directed to methods and apparatuses for component management comprising 
settling an admission criterion for admitting a component, examining a component based on the 
criterion, registering component admitted, receiving information regarding components, updating 
component data registered in the database and selecting an arbitrary component fro the plurality 
of components registered in the database, classified in class 705, subclass 27. Newly submitted 
claims 64-68 are directed to methods and apparatuses for component management comprising 
registering a unique admission criterion, registering trend information, and updating component 
admission information by giving a unique ID and registering status, classified in class 705, 
subclass 27. The two inventions are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination that do not overlap in scope, are not obvious variants, and at least one 
subcombination is separately usable. Newly submitted claims 64-68 have separate utility such as 
registering trend information, assigning a unique ID, and not selecting a component, thus 
introducing an impermissible shift in the invention. See MPEP §§806.05(d) and 819.
